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LORD BROUGHAM. 
THE grand old man has passed away from us, On Thursday 
night, May 7, quietly, painlessly, and, although he had 
advanced to the middle of his ninetieth year, unexpectedly, 
he slept his last sleep in this world, and left behind him for 
ever the infirmities of the body. 
Brougham had lived chiefly in the recollection of his fellow- 
countrymen, and his departure will but consecrate his name 
in their hearts, The last personal link which connected the

present with the preceding generation is now snapped | 
asunder, The illustrious men of the first half of the present | 


century are all gone, and the most illustrious of them was the 
last to quit the scene, A shade of solemnity steals over us in 
presence of the fact ; nor is it possible to contemplate it with- 
out being reminded that these intellectual chiefs of the now 
bygone age have bequeathed to us a national glory which it 
will behove us to hand on to the coming age undimmed, 

It is difficult to determine whether Lord Brougham owed 





most to his natural gifts or to his wonderful acquisitions for | 


the eminence which he achieved. They were so closely 
intertwined, they so constantly and subtly acted and reacted 
one upon another, they exerted such a mutual influence in 
perfecting each other’s power and worth, that perhaps it 
would be impossible to analyse, with any approach to accuracy, 


| the separate parts which they played in his long career. 


Beneath that somewhat ungainly but robust organisation, with | 


the form and features of which we are all so familiar, there lay 
a truly volcanic nature—an intellectual fire in incessant and 
seemingly unquenchable activity—scarcely ever smoulder- 
ing, even in extreme age—under some conditions awfully 
explosive—but in ordinary circumstances evolving immense 


inherited and as tints constituted the source from which all 
his mental and moral faculties derived the exuberant fulness 
and force of their life. It was the secret of his indomitable

this, as we have said, was a gift, and not an acquisition. 
Brougham’s birthplace was Edinburgh—fortunately for 
himself and for the world, we presume tothink, He was 
reared, in consequence, under hardy influences, and early in 
life came in contact with Titanic minds, Walter Scott and 
Francis Jeffrey were his immediate predecessors at the High 
School; Black, Playfair, Robison, Tytler, and Dugald 
Stewart were his Professors at college; Horner and Sydney 
Smith were among his intimates in that usually disengaged 
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period which intervenes between a call to and practice at the 
Bar, The course of his studies took him through those regions of 
severest toil from which the mind seldom emerges without an 
immense increare of its power; while the literary reading, 
the humour, the wit, the imagination of his associates in early 
life helped, no doubt, to broaden his sympathies and refine 
his tastes, The study of the law and the occupations of 
forensic life imparted to his or’ginal faculty of expression 
both accuracy and readiness ; and his untiring industry col- 
lected, sifted, and arranged a superabundant wealth of 
materials of which the faculty, so disciplined, might 
avail itself. It was only to be expected that a 
man thus richly endowed and laboriously trained, conscious 
ef his gigantic strength and yearning to put it forth in 
a sphere suited to an adequate exercise of it, should find, 
first the Scotch Bar, then the English, too narrow for his 
aspirations, Not even the arena of Parliament, where for 
many years he was the foremost orator, satisfied the inces- 
aant demands of his inexhaustible energies, He threw 
himeelf, with all the ardour of a devotee, into philan- 
thropic, educational, social, philosophical, and scientific 
movements, asif he had nothing else upon his hands, and 
in each he greatly distinguished himself, if in all he did not 
rise to supremacy, 

Lord Brougham, or, as he was then more proudly called, 
Henry Brougham, was best known to the generation to which 
we must assign his mature manhood as an orator, In this 
eapacity his power was unrivalled, His eloquence, however, 
was seldom of the persuasivekind, The sensation it produced 
was that of awe. He scarcely knew how to distil his thoughts 
into the minds of others—at any rate, when he was dealing 
with opposition, They rushed forth from him as a pitiless 
torrent or a devouring tempest, Woe to his victim, for he 
had no mercy! From out a gathering and rolling mass of 
eloud, overcharged with indignation, one listened to the 
rambling of thunder, continuously growing louder and 
louder, till flash after flash of terrific sarcasm or scathing 
vituperation blazed out and blinded his terror-stricken 
antagonists, &0 vehement, at times, were these outbursts of 
stormy violence, and so carelessly controlled and directed by 
the orator, that friends as well as foes were involved in their 
indiscriminate sweep, and its ravages might be traced in the 
damage done to his own party, as well as to his adversaries. 
But no one who witnessed these hurricanes, even from afar, 
could help being impressed by the evidence they gave of 
irresistible power. There were occasions, however—many, 
indeed—on which Brougham's oratorical force met with no 
visible obstructions, and took an argumentative, almost a 
didactic form ; and even on these his excess of mental energy 
and activity made itself felt, The crowd of his thoughts was s> 
great, and their pressure so vehement and simultaneous, as to 
leave him apparently neither inclination nor leisure to marshal 
them into well-ordered sentences, All he could do—and no 
man but himself could have done it—was to exercise over 
them some sort of guiding authority, and so prevent them 
from running into incoherence, Parentheses within paren- 
theses swelled their volume until the involution was so great 
that his audience saw no practicable outlet, But he saw it, 
had seen it from the first, never once lost sight of it, and 
with masterly skill conducted the seemingly confused mass 
to the end whither he wished to drive it, No man, per- 
haps, of ancient or modern times could carry such a 
brimming cup from point to point as he delighted in doing 
without spilling some of its contents by the way. Various 
speeches of his remind one of those patriarchal migrations in 
the East, in which flocks and herds countless in number 
pass alternately over broad plains and through narrow gorges, 
all in the same direction, often inconveniently jostling one 
another or jammed together, but usually reaching their new 
pasture-ground without one left behind, 

Of the deceased Lord’s political career, did it fall within 
our purpose to criticise it, we should find it impossible to 
speak with unqualified admiration, We are not sure that 
he was not “more sinned against than sinning.” This, 
however, must be remarked, that the instincts of his 
mature generally ranged him alongside of the oppressed, 
and led him to do battle with evil in those forms in 
which it was most potent. Slavery, tyranny, popular igno- 
rance, brutalising punishments, social miseries, the abuses 
of charitable trusts, the interminable delays and cruel expenses 
of law procedure, commercial monopoly, municipal cor- 
ruptions—these were among the wrongs against which his 
great power was levelled, Andit is worth noting that, in 
several at least of these spheres of action, he was not content 
with denouncing what was bad, but diligently sought to put 
something better in its place. Brougham was a constructive 
reformer, Hemay not have originated, but he eagerly adopted, 
many of the practical schemes by which, in its best sense, efforts 
are being directed, in the present day, towards “ levelling up” 
the low-lying portions of the community, By these projections 
of his energy he will be best remembered by future generations, 
as he was best known to this, Posterity will hear little of his 
political aberrations or eccentricities, which the lapse of time 
will soon moss over with oblivion, His fame as an orator 
will not be the chief glory of his name, though bright and 
enduring it cannot fail to be. His renown in distant times 
will rather be associated with the impulse towards enlighten- 
ment and a higher civilisation, which he communicated to 
society in the course of his long career ; with the institutions 
which be helped to found; with the spirit of improvement 
which he did so much to evoke and stimulate; and with the 
multitudinous traces which he has left behind him in his pub- 
lished works of the marvellous breadth of his knowledge and 
the incessant force of his desire to make that knowledge 
tributary to the interests of humanity!

the Orleanists in the cause of labour and industry, convinced that 
amid the eral uillity of Europe, the might be developed 
with confidence, To the Bishop he spoke of how much religious 
faith and true patriotism can effect for the safety and grandeur of 
a country ; of the wonderful historical fact connected with the city's 
history, and of the river Loire having been one of the ramparts 
of French independence, just as it protected, more recently, in the 
same manner, the heroic remnants of the grand army. Out of these 
few — phrases the papers find materials for mountains of com- 
ment; but, if the Emperor’s words do not mean peace, say the 
Government journals, fairly enough, it would require the exercise of 
ae subtlety to discover in them any other intention than a per- 
ectly pacific one. 

The Emperor and Empress left for Orleans early on the morning 
of Sunday, and returned to Paris the same evening. The city was 
in gala attire to receive them. There were, of course, the customary 
addresses, the usual number of triumphal arches; and the Place 
Martroi, converted for the occasion into a perfect flower-garden, 
with its fountain, its equestrian statue of Joan of Arc, and its long 
lines of gaily-emblazoned banners, presented a most brilliant appear- 
ance. After attending mass in the cathedral, the Emperor and 
Empress visited the agricultural show, and distributed the prizes to 
the more fortunate competitors in a handsome open tent. When the 
Emperor handed the principal prize to M. Thibault this gentleman 
— presented the Empress with 5000f, for the Imperial Orphan 

sylum. 

The Prince Imperial made his first comm union, at the Chapel of 
the Tuileries, a few days since—the Archbisbop of Paris, of course, 
officiating. e ceremony, which took place in the presence of th; 
entire Imperial family, is described as having been most imposing 
in character. The Emperor and Empress are reported to have 
abstained from all kind of work, and to have given themselves up 
entirely to their religious duties on that day, 

The Senate has passed the Press Bill by a majority of seventy- 
one. It was known that M, de Sainte-Beuve intended to make a 
speech, but, as his views are philosophical and liberal, he is not 
regarded with much favour by his brother senators; consequently 
he had to speak in the face of numerous interruptions, and an amount 
of noise that rendered much of what he said, and particularly the 
conclusion, inaudible.

PARLIAMENTARY recrimination is not in itself either a very 
pleasant or a very important matter to remark upon; but 
the animus which has been manifested during the later 
debates on the resolutions for the destruction of the Irish 
Church is certainly noteworthy, connected as it is with 
sundry other considerations than those of justice to Ireland, 
a sentimental grievance, an assertion of the right to religious 
equality, or with whatever other phrase friends and enemies 
of the Church may please to label the subject, The 
exacerbation which we mentioned as having marked 
the discu:sions that followe*? Mr, Disraeli's exposition 
of his intended course became uwownright fury towards the 
end of the week, and many things were said which were 
by no means creditable to the speakers who uttered them or 
to the House that tolerated them, The historical fact of the 
debate was the passing of the Resolutions, against which the 
Premier did not divide. The Irish Church is therefore con- 
demned, to the full extent of the power of a House which has 
declared itself to represent but half the constituency whioh 
should elect the Commons, 

The denunciatory vote being on record, a Scottish member, 
Mr, Aytoun, Liberal member for Kirkcaldy, had the honour of 
initiating a scene of strange excitement and anger, He, 
seconded by another Scottish Liberal, Mr. Lamont, of Bate- 
shire, moved that the Maynooth grant and the Regium donum 
should be discontinued, and that nosecularised money should be 
given in Ireland in aid of the Roman Catholic religion on any 
pretext whatever. Mr, Gladstone wished for no such vote at 
that time, though he referred to his unhesitating declaration 
on a former occasion that both the above grants must follow 
the Church endowments, It was a sufficient reason for resist- 
ing an inconvenient motion that it was not in strictness con- 
nected with the topic in hand; but the men who had got to 
work were not to be put down by mere Parliamentary 
pleas. Twice the resolution, in varied forms, was re- 
jected ; but it was finally carried, with a reservation of 
vested rights; and on the same night did a Parliament 
elected under the influence of Lord Palmerson complete 
the sentence against Episcopalians, Catholics, and Presby- 
terians, But the babble was fierce, and there was “the 
thunder of the captains.” Ministers refused to vote one way 
or the other, and left the House in a body. On their retura 
the Premier took an early opportunity of firing a red-hot shot. 
He had been brought to his feet by a taunt, which he repaid 
with a earcasm likely to be remembered by the incessant 
speaker at whom it was launched, and he then bent his cata- 
pult, after the manner of the warriors in Mr, Poynter's picture, 
and sent the red missile roaring into the enemy's lines. 
“ Quarrelling over the plunder,” said the Minister, scornfully. 
Then, Mr, Bright, who had been so calm and earnest in his 
earlier pleadings for the destruction of the Irish Church, rose 
and opened the sluices of his wrath, which ran fiercely, ifnot very 
clearly, He gave Mr, Disraeli downright scolding. He accused 
the Premier—unjustly, as was allowed by moderate men on 
both sides—of pompousness and servility in his account of his 
interviews with the Queen, and followed up this abuse, whick 
was in very bad taste, with as angry but a more legitimate 
attack upon the alleged policy of Mr, Disraeli, whom 
he charged with something which the organ of Mr. 
Bright’s party exultingly declares to have been treason. 
Mr. Bright, however, was not so eager to claim credit for 
having made that preposterous charge, He meant that Mr. 
Disraeli had sought to manceuvre for the purpose of arraying 
the power of the Throne on the side of those who uphold the 
Irish Church, and, though this was an utterly inaccurate 
description of the situation, there are precedents for snatch- 
ing, in a hot debate, the readiest weapon at hand, and Mr. 
Disraeli has done so on occasion, Mr, Bright's speech, on 
the whole, though that of a vigorous and unhesitating partisan, 
was not that which men would desire to hear from a Minister 
of the future, Lord John Manners was not infelicitous in his 
tarcasm at Mr, Bright's habit of frequently eulogising himself, 
cither directly or by implication ; and Mr, Gladstone had to 
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renew the attack on Mr, Disraeli, whom he accused of using 
language such as had not been heard from previous Prime 
Ministers, The Premier might have replied that the repre- 
sentatives of the people, however much they might have 
objected to a Minister, had previously shown respect for the 
office of the representative of the Crown; but he simply 
defended his language as appropriate, and, stigmatising Mr. 
Bright as an utterer of stale invective, offered himself, in the 
particular complained of, to the judgment of the gentlemen 
on the other side of the House, and marked the word of 
quality with an emphasis which in times not long past would 
have been followed by the withdrawal of the individual at 
whom the insult was directed and certain perils to the life 
which Mr, Mill tells us we are learning to prize too highly. 
But, instead of watching bellicose arrangements, the House, 
sutsiding into calm, read the Irish Reform Bill a second time, 

Euch is an impartial sketch of a scene which has not been 
paralleled for a long time, and which cannot be detailed 
without regret, not so much on its own account, though 
Europe is laughing at the amenities of the combatants, as 
because it shows undeniably that the fight in hand is not 
for justice, but for office, Men do not put themselves into 
such wrath unless personal considerations mingle largely 
in the affray, and are perfectly capable, as a rule, of 
supporting or opposing abstract propositions for justice 
without calling each other plunderers and traitors. It 
is not the battle of disendowment, but of Downing-st:eet, 
which has raged, and will rage again. Tbe people are not 
deceived, and they call things by their true names. We now 
come to the Suspensory Bill; but it is only another weapon 
of the same kind, and it is not improbable that the dextrous 
swordsman at whom it is levelled will “ dash the death aside,” 
or contrive that, like Sir Roderick’s dagger, it shall find blood- 
less sheath, For the time, the Premier remains master of the 
situation, and the rancour of his adversaries is pardonably 
increased by the provoking superiority which he manifests, 
Were they addresging a mob in Trafalgar-equare, and valiantly 
proclaiming, in the old public-house style of oratory, that the 
people, rising in their new-found might, could soon sweep 
away a few Bishops; or proclaiming that the aristocracy 
should be made to tremble in their gilded clubs 
(both flowers of speech have been this week culled for 
the benefit of the rail-splitters), Mr. Disraeli’s enemies might 
be more coarse and vulgar than they have been, but could 
hardly be more bitter, He has them in the cloven stick. If 
they torment Samson too much he will bring his strength to 
bear upon the pillars, and down comes the house, though he 
be crushed in its fall, The condition of things is both un- 
constitutional and inconvenient ; a Ministry should be ina 
majority, and public business should be done, Mr, Disraeli 
alleges that he bas practically a majority, and that he rules 
by general assent of the House—a neat phrase, But, how- 
ever much his adversaries may wish to extrude him from 
office, the House has no mind for two elections in six months, 
and the phrase, by no virtue of its own, becomes a truth. We 
shall have some other abnormal phenomena to detail before

The building, which is 
from the designs of Mr. J. Cunningham, architect, contains 399 sit- 
tinge, and has been erected at a cost of £1000, nearly five sixtha of 
which bas been defrayed by Mr, W. Inman, shipowner, residing at 
Upton Hall, Adjoining the church are schools, built at a cost, im- 
cluding teachers’ recidence, of £1300, Mr. Inman, who has also 
contributed the money necessary for this purpose, is said to have ex- 
pended not far short of £20,000 on rebuilding both churches and 
church schools in Moreton and in Upton, almost adjoining parishes. 


The Bishop of London has issued a pastoral letter to the clergy, 
which was read in every church and chapel throughout the diocess 
on Sunday morning, and on the following Sunday morning collec- 
tious will be made throughout the diocese in aid of the fund which 
bears his name. It appears that the amount paid up to the present 
date is £247,300, the amount promised either immediately or by 
instalments, £72,700; making a total of £320,000. Since the 
establishment of the fund, and up to Chris*mas, 1867, grants had 
been voted to the extent of £42,145 Lls. 6d. for 115 clergymen; of 
£7870 1s, 6d, for fifty-three scripture readers; of £1455 16:. 8d. for 
twenty-seven parochial mission women; of £2204 133. 8d. towards 
the rent and expenses of mission rooms; of £49,193 3s. 43, towards 
forty-seven new permanent churches; of £2600 towards 
parsonages ; of £53,901 12s, for the sites of thirty-one churches, 
twenty-six schools, fourteen parzonages, and five mission stations ; 
and of £27,000 for educational purposes. A sum of £18,338 in 
special donations has been given towards the stipends of six clergy- 
men, five lay agents, and for parsonages, echools, mission stations, 
and ten churches, other than the forty-seven already mentioned, To 
these mast be added a donation of £5000 for achurch and school at 
Kensal New Town, and £1500 for the church of St, Andrew, 
Haverstock: hill.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


Wuat at a fair in Ireland is called a free fight is the only phrase 
applicable to the scene which occurred in the Commons House of 
‘arliament on that night when Mr. Gladstone’s resolutions on the 
Irish Church were agreed to so quietly. At that moment the Liberal 
party was at a greater height of triumph than even at the moments 
when the flushed and panting tellers on their side laimed im- 
mense majorities in their favour on this question, le:s than an 
hour afterwards that party presented themselves in that rabble-rout 
condition which Mr. Bouverie (one of them) has so unctuoualy de- 
scribed. Not content with the resolutions as they stood, sufficiently 
broad and comprehensive, a Scottish member, who will acquire a 
doubtful celebrity in Parliamentary history from that night's work, 
must needs demand that a rider should be added to them, binding the 
House, and even fature Parliaments, to a special course, from a 
No-Popery point of view. At once the great united Liberal party 
broke up into sections or factions; and, inspired as it were by a 
very demon of diecord, regardless of admonitions from Mr, Bright, 
still more heedless of suggestions from Mr. Gladstone, set aboat 
to disagree almost individually. In vain did Mr, Cogan, in half- 
petulant, half-melancholy tones, suggesting ideas of the kind of 
grief that may be heard at a wake, implore that the Oppo- 
sition should not proclaim its internal dissensions; in vain did 
Mr, Clay, who often, in Parliamentary tumults, comes out as 
the vir pietate gravis, endeavour to arbitrate; the confusion 
was complete—so complete, that Mr. Newdegate was enabled 
to speak eight times; and even Mr. John Hardy was ia a position 
to rise and flout the disordered, disorganised mo» before him. All 
the while the Ministers, and, for the most part, the Conservative 
members, sat sardonically smiling at the mélée, and chuckling as one 
member of the Opposition tilted with all his force at another. In 
the mean time, Mr. Whitbread, who has of late assumed a sort of 
judicial position in the House, acting as moderator, had proposed a 
middle course—that is, to cut off half, and the most controversial 
half, of the resolution ; and, after more noise, more row, more sense- 
lees clamour, a division was called, Instantly the members of the 
Government prerent jumped up, and, doubtless laughing mer- 
rily in their sleeves, walked ont of the House, leaving 
the Opposition to fight out to the end their own unseemly 
battle. True it is that Sir James Fergusson, owing to exigencies 
surrounding him as a Scottish member, had to take part 
in the discussion and stay to divide ; and the Attorney-General for 
Ireland, who, for cognate reasons, had also delivered himself and 
ene py one of those series of pirouettes in front of the Treasury 
nch for which he is remarkable, also remained. After thedivision, 
which showed a singular splitting, a curious subdivision of mem- 
berdom—extreme Liberals and high Orange Tories jostling together 
in one lobby—the disorder became aggravated, if that were p>ssible. 
An attempt of Mr. Gladstone to remodel the amended resolution 
seemed to eet his whole force into a worse state of rough-and-tumble. 
There was bellowing, screeching, cheering, yelling, geaticulation, 
of the most pronounced kind; arms swaying about in such 
fashion as to lead to a belief that fists would be applied 
to faces in another moment; and, in short, a Beales-Potter demon- 
stration in Trafalgar-square shines out easy for order and 
decorum when contrasted with this mere Parliamentary row. All 
this while the leading Ministers, and Mr. Disraeli in particular, were 
conepicucusly absent ; and so, suddenly, up rose Mr. Ayrton, and, 
in his sarcastic way—which is a very quiet, but a very irritating 
way—expreseed a desire that, as the leader of the Opposition would 
do nothing to temper the situation, the official leader of the House 
should try his hand. Of course he added a few gibes at the 
personage whose aid he was invoking, and, in the midst of them, 
in walked Mr. Disraeli, It was not his cue to soothe the passion 
of the Liberals, and so he set about to rile them as much as 
he could, insinuating that he was not the guide, philosopher, and 
friend of gentlemen opposite, and striking two-edgedly at Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr, Ayrton, by s ing that even a leader of the 
House shonld be influenced by moderation and perhaps modesty, and 
not be speaking on every subject and at all times. Then looking, 
with a eardonic smile upon his lips, at the tumbled mass on the Op- 
position side, he cropped out that ex tions had been realised, 
that the united Liberal party, when Rot the Irish Church 
into its power, would soon be found qua’ over its plunder. 
Strange as it may scem, this did not seem to be resented by the 
bulk of the Opposition, indeed, they ap to be rather guiltily 
startled. Mr, Gladstone, however, could not resist an effort to 
retort; but he was not very successful, especially as in an attempt 
to be smart on Mr. Dieraeli, when he talked of his having been 
enjoying himeelf in his little private room, he utterly blundered 
over and spoiled the story of Mr, Disraeli’s joke on Lord 
Ruseell by deecribing him, when a member of the Aberdeen Cabinet 
without office, as “a great man in a small room;” for Mr. Gladstone

Mr. H. Ottley gave his usual annual discourse on the art-topics of 
the season at the rooms of the Society for the Encouragement of 
the Fine Arts on Thursday week. Oommencing with public works, 
he referred particularly to the late competitions for the law courts 
and the National Gallery, which had each resulted in a dead-loc' 
and which had been in every respect so unsatisfactory that he ho 
all the plans would be thrown aside and the whole questions re- 
opened anew. They had at least gained this information from the 
extraordinary designs which had been sent in—that their respective 
authors had planned and worked at sensational ornamentation with- 
out any regard to the purposes of the several buildings and the 
character which should mark them, and this might be 
avoided in any future efforts. Speaking of the hundredth 
exhibition of the Royal Academy, now just opened, Mr, 
Ottley said he could not concur with those who applied to it 
the hackneyed compliment that “ it was a fair average exhibition.” 
On the contrary, in his opinion there had not been so bad an exhi- 
bition within his ——: Portraiture, as usual, claimed the giant's 
share of the walls, making hideous the glare of day; and of the 
other works he, after a careful examination, ventured to say that 
there was not aeingle one which, subject and execution considered, 
the country would be prepared to put forward, whether at home or 
abroad, as fairly repreeenting the status of our art. This was a sad 
refiection, and on this the hundredth anniversary of the foundation 
of the Royal Academy the question forced itself upon the mind how 
far that institution would have to be held reeponsible fur an unsatis- 
factory result, the conditions of which there was no disputing. The 
discourse, which excited considerable interest by the boldness of the 
positions asserted in it, was followed by a discussion in which several 
notabilities in art took part.

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THE ROYAL MARRIAGE IN ITALY: REGATTA ON THE ARNO, AT FLORENCE, 


THE festivities which took place a week or two since at Florence, 
upon the arrival of the Crown Prince Humbert of Italy with 
Princess Mar, t, his newly-married bride (their wedding ceremony 
had been performed at Turin), afford the subjects for two of our 
Illustrations. One represents the ecene on the —— Arno, when 
the procession which escorted the Royal couple on the day of their 
entrance into the capital of Italy emerged from the Piazza di Santa 
Trinita, and crossed the bridge called the Ponte di Santa Trinita, 
going towards the Via Maggio and the Pitti Palace, on the ~o= 
side of the River Arno, The carriage which conveyed the Prince 


and Princess was one which had been used on a similar occasion by 
the late King of Sardinia, Charles Albert, father of King Victor 
Emmanuel, and grandfather both of the bride and bridegroom, who 
are first cousins to each other. It was covered with gilt ornaments, 
lined with blue velvet, and surmounted by a crown; it was 
drawn by eight fine horses, splendidly caparisoned in blue, white, 
and silver. it was preceded by mounted , Or Cuirassiers, and 
attended by equerries, The Princess wore a beautiful diadem of jewels, 
shaped like a wreath of flowers, which the Mayor and Common Council

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THE WHITWORTH SCHOLARSHIPS OF MECHANICAL 
SCIENCE. 


THE necessity of ado’ measures for the encouragement of what 
is called T ucation has been much discussed in the last 
twelve months, The Paris International Exhibition revealed to us 
the fact that some of our foreign competitors in different manu- 
factures are improving more rapidly than we are. The probable 
cause of this appears from the reports of those experi: men of 
business and professors of science who have investigated the 
subject in several countries of Europe with reference to various 
departments of productive industry and trade. It is the want of 
provision for the regular cultivation of the intelligence of our skilled 
workmen, and for their instruction in the principles of their 
work, e generality of English artisans, though equal in natural 
shrewdness to men of any other nation, have never been taught to 
reflect be pe the matters and processes of their handicraft, and are 
commonly quite ignorant of its scientific relations, In former times, 
notwithstanding this defect of education, men of their class, when 
endowed with rare genius, were sometimes able to hit upon the 
most valuable discoveries and inventions, as proved by the history 
of cotton-spinning machinery, and other great advancements of 
British manufacturing prosperity. But these spontaneous or acci- 
dental developments of the inventive ry? amongst our working

In the ninetieth year of his age—the eighty-ninth, some say—older 
than was Lyndhurst, or = or Palmerston, who might have 
been com: with him for longevity among British public men in 
our day, Henry Brougham has = One other who is 
still older, the Bishop oi Exeter, yet ves, of all those whose 
first conspicuous —— in public controversy were in the 
earliest years of the nineteenth century. These men, who were 
ee we when the French Revolution broke out, and grew to 
manhood before Napoleon reigned, seemed to link the F page me- 
ration with the historic times of Pitt, Burke, and Fox; with the 
world as it was before the great European War. The fame of Henry 
Brougham originated in his mighty exertions as a spokesman of the 
pular movement, which set in so strongly under the Regency, in 
favour of all political and social reforms. He had ty then come to 
London, leaving the Scottish for the English , yet having 
already gained some distinction by his contributions to the 
Edinburgh Review, by his authorship of a treatise on Colonial 
Policy, and by his professional conduct in the Roxburgh peerage 
case. But he had, even ten years before, while a mere student of 
the Edinburgh University, sent papers on mathematical and 
physical science to the Royal Society, and had gained the notice 
of eminent professors; while in the debates of the Speculative 
Society, and in the fellowship of Jeffrey, Francis Horner, and 
Sydney Smith, he had become used to the discussion of political 
topics. The abolition of the slave trade, and of slavery, was the 
object which first engaged his practical efforts. He travelled 
both to Holland and Portugal, to collect some evidence in those 
countries respecting the traffic in negroes, As a lawyer, he soon 
obtained briefs on the Northern Circuit; and being employed as 
counse! for Manchester and Liverpool merchants against the Orders 
in Council prohibiting trade with the Continent, he won the 
confidence of business men. All was thus made ready for 
@ successful career in public life. His family was of 
osition; his father, Henry Brougham, Esq., of Scales Hall, 
berland, and of Brougham Hall, Penrith, had a pedigree 
more ancient than the Norman Conquest; and his mother was a 
daughter of the Rev. Dr. Syme, of Edinburgh, and a niece of 
Robertson the historian. ~_ the young men of his time whom 
he had met at echool and college were the late Marquis of 
Lansdowne, Lord Palmerston, and others destined to fill high places 
in the political world. These advantages, however, could have done 
little for Henry Brougham without his own extraordinary force of 
mind, and the restless spirit of intellectual enterprise which ever drove 
him forward, stimulated by his insatiable desire of public a use, 
He got a seat in the House of Commons, for the e of 
Cleveland’s nomination borough of Camelford, in 1810; and in that 
Session carried an address to the Crown praying for effectual 
measures to put a stop to the slave trade, which had been declared 
illegal three years before. In the ensuing Session he introduced a 
bill, which became an Act of Parliament, making the slavedealer 
punishable with imprisonment or transportation as a felon, The 
ice of flogging in the Army, then inflicted with wanton cruelty 
or slight offences, was the subject which next engaged his atten- 
tion, not only in Parliament, but in the law courts, An article 
in the Stamford Mercury, quoted by John or Leigh Hunt in the 
Examiner, had commented on a | flogging case, remarking that 
Buonaparte, our enemy, knew better than to ill-treat his own 
soldiers in that manner, This was deemed a seditious libel, and the 
ublishers of both journals were prosecuted, when Brougham con- 
Sncted their defence. His popularity rose higher in each succeeding 
. He was again counsel for the brothers Hunt when they 
were indicted for satirising the Prince Regent as “a fat 
Adonis.” A feeling of downright personal animosity to Brougham 
is said to have been excited by his speech on this occasion 
in the mind of the Prince. rougham cherished a no less 
hearty detestation for the Royal profligate, which was so loudly 
proclaimed that it led to his being chosen the confidential 
adviser of the Princess of Wales, already separated from her husband, 
He lost his seat in Parliament at the general election of 1812, when 
he was defeated by Canning in a contest for Liverpool.
